ADVICE TO TOE DRAFTEES

This article may not be very inspiring, but it is timely* It seems that the 
New York chapter of Tikvah may lose a half a dozen men to the United States Army, 
and drawing from my own experience, these young, able-bodied men are facing the 
future with mixed emotions. 

The mes t important thing to remember while in Army uniform is the fact that 
the Army, although it may be fighting for democratic ideals, is, by necessity or 
otherwise , very undemocratic. You receive orders and you are expected to carry 
•them out, I suspect that discipline is the foremost virtue any army demands of its 
r-oidiors, whether it is the French, the Russian or the United States Amy, If you 
have a rssme that can be pronounced easily, such as Smith, Wolf or Kohn, it is 
advisable to change your name to Wo love net re c e zk or Konevorentzki, The reason for 
that is quite plain: the sergeant is always in a hurry to assign some men to 

Pome special taks, and he mil find it cpite bothersome to call on Wolovenewecezk 
■while "Kohn" seems to come natural to him. My friend Boris Katz, an old hand at 
K. P, (kitchen police), will substantiate my statement. 

During your basic training learn as much about soldiering as you can, for the 
time may come when a quick thrust to £he ground may save your life. It is better 
to train while you are in the United States than to have to learn the hard way 
at some rice field in Korea. Politics are usually not discussed in the Army, the 
Information and Education Service will brief you on what is going on in the world© 
If you have knowledge of a forei gn language, do not hesitate to bring it to 
the attention of your superiors > you may land in an intelligence unit. If y°u 
meet young boys from the South, remember that the Civil War was fought just a short 
time ago, do not overemphasize the fight for racial equality, rather tell them 
about your personal experience under Hi tie r , the massacre of millions of Jews and 
Poles, and try to reason with them. Remember that so me of them have been brought 
up on a diet of white supremacy and it will tdee patience to weed out that gem© 

You will be issued a rifle, probably an Ml, and you will refer to it as a 
rifle, not a gun. No beards, whether they are two dsys old or of longer standing, 
are permitted. Girls are not to be taken to your barracks, no matter how strong 
a feeling you may have for them. You must salute your officers within your camp, 
and make it a habit to recognize your second lieutenant, so you can spot him a 
mile away. The food may not aLways be to your liking, but, according to the Army, 
it contai ns all the vitamins you need. 

Well, that*s all I can think of right now, I am sure you will be able to 
manage the rest, , I hope so anyway.
